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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically discbsed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kirchberger et a! in view of Nishida. Kirchberger shows the invention except that the 
hydraulic pump is not specified. Apparently any appropriate pump may be used. 
Nishida shows a relatively standard hand operated pump similar to other pumps used 
with hand held punches. Obviously one of ordinary skill in the art would use such a 
pump with the device of Kirchberger since it is both simple and portable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26-27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2-6, 8-12, 14, 16-22 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The remarks have been considered but are not convincing. Clearly the prior art 
shows portable hydraulic pumps used with and guided punches. Specifying same for 
the Kirchberger device would therefor be within the skill of an artisan. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated tlie new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
tfiis Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
